Re: Enforcement Discretion - Detroit, Michigan

Dear Mr. Hellwig:

At your request on August 15, 2003, I granted federal enforcement discretion allowing
regulated parties to supply gasoline that does not comply with Michigan’s State Implementation
Plan (SIP), see 62 Fed. Reg. 24,341-24,343 (May 5, 1997), in the seven county Detroit
metropolitan area until August 22, 2003. On August 20, 2003, I received your letter requesting
that I extend the current grant of enforcement discretion. You state that there continues to be a
shortfall of SIP-compliant gasoline supplies for the seven county Detroit metropolitan area
(Detroit area) because of the shutdown of Marathon Ashland Petroleum’s Detroit Refinery

caused by the recent electrical power outage in the Northeastern United States and Detroit,
Michigan.

Accordingly, EPA will extend our exercise of enforcement discretion for regulated parties
supplying the Detroit area through Wednesday, September 3, 2003. EPA will allow these
regulated parties to sell, offer for sale, dispense, supply, offer for supply, transport or introduce
into commerce gasoline with a RVP that meets the requirements of 40 C.F.R. § 80.27 for use in
Michigan during the high ozone season. However, this grant of enforcement discretion is '
conditioned upon regulated parties taking all reasonable steps to produce and supply gasoline that
meets the Michigan SIP requirement of 7.8 psi RVP or the cleanest gasoline possible to the
Detroit area. This enforcement discretion does not relieve any person from any other
requirements set forth in Michigan’s SIP. EPA will continue to monitor the situation and make a
determination in the near future whether any further grant of enforcement discretion is necessary.
